THE PURPOSE OF OUR 
CREATION

When Allah (S) decided to create His (Khalifa) on this 
earth. He (Allah) informed this to the Angels that, 
'Indeed, 1 will make upon the earth a successive 
authority.' The Angels said: O Allah (S) 'will you place 
upon it one who causes corruption therein and sheds 
blood (like the Jinns did it before). 

O Allah (S) if your intention is for your worship and 
tahmeed then we can also do that, why you want to 
create your Khalifa? Allah (#) replied that 'Indeed, 1 
know what you know not.' Which means that among 
them there will be good people also as well as bad 
people (who will commit sins) also these people will ask 
forgiveness. So once My servant asks forgiveness, 1 love 
him more than before, when a person asks forgiveness 
to Allah (S)/ the tears of the eyes are so beloved to Allah 
(#) that He very happily wipes out the sins and accepts 
the forgiveness. So from this Allah's forgiveness is 
revealed. Allah (S) says in the Quran Sharif: But, 
without doubt, 1 am (also) He that forgives again and 
again.

Allah (S) created Hadhrat Adam (^) from different 
types of soil, gave him the soul. And then Allah (S) 
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taught Hadhrat Adam ( 0 ) and the Angels the names of 
all the things. Then He showed them to the Angels and 
said, "Inform me of the names of these things, if you are 
truthful." The Angels replied, O Allah (S) we have no 
knowledge except what you have taught us. Indeed, it is 
you who is the knowing, the wise. Allah (S) then asked 
Hadhrat Adam (^) saying, 'O Adam, inform them of 
their names,' and Adam (^) informed the names of the 
things very correctly. Then Allah (S) said to the Angels 
that 'Didn't 1 tell you that 1 know the unseen (aspects) of 
the heavens and the earth? And 1 know what you reveal 
and what you have concealed. Now as Hadhrat Adam 
(^) passed the test so to give him reward and honour 
Allah (S) asked all the Angels to prostate in front of 
Adam (^) as to give him honour. All the angels 
prostrated except Iblees and he became the one who 
kept himself away from the Mercy of Allah (S) and 
became a disbeliever. 

Now our point to be noted here is that Hadhrat Adam (^) 
got praised in front of the Angels due to his knowledge, 
the knowledgeable people are respected everywhere like 
Allah (S)says in Quran Sharif: Can a literate and an 
illiterate be equal? (Not at all) 

Allah (#) created Hadhrat Adam (^) for the earth, in 
between showed him the paradise, and then bring him 
back to the earth, and commanded to worship only 
Allah (l^). Hadhrat Adam (^) was the first person of 
this world, Allah (S) commanded the whole human race 
to worship only Allah. Just like Allah (S) says in Quran 
Sharif:

That Allah (S) created the Jinns and humans for His 
Ibadat only. 

From Hadhrat Adam (^) up to the last Messenger 
Muhammad (^) and all the messengers (about one lac 
twenty-four thousand) who came in between, all the 
prophets conveyed the message of worshipping only 
Allah (#). 

Our Prophet Muhammad (^) was given Salah, as a gift 
at the night of Mi'raj above the skies. Salah is one of the 
greatest ibadat among all the ibadats, it is fardh on every 
Muslim. Whether a person is rich or poor sick or 
healthy, in a travel or at home, everyone he/she has to 
pray salah. Other ibadats come only in a year, like 
fasting in Ramadan, one of the ibadat is once in a 
lifetime, like Hajj, another one is only for the rich people, 
once in a year, therefore, Zakat. But five times Salah is 
mandatory for all of us every day. If a person is sick, 
cannot pray on standing position then pray on sitting 
position, if cannot pray on sitting position then pray by 
laying down. Now it is clear to us that Salah is 
compulsory at any situation of the life. One of the 
Hadith says that 'Salah is the pillar of the Deen.' 
Rasulullah (^) used to turn to prayers at the time of any 
calamity like windstorm, solar eclipse or in any other 
problem. 

That is why Allah (S) says to the Jinns and the humans 
that "1 created you only for My worship, and all the 
things of this world created for your benefit and use. 
Like Allah (S) says in Quran Sharif: 
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Therefore, a man should do business, job or any other 
work but should never forget the one who created him, 
his heart should always be connected to Allah (S) and 
one should never forget the purpose of coming into this 
world. May Allah (S) give us tawfeeq to understand the 
purpose of life. Aameen! 
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THE INCIDENCE OF MI'RAJ 

When the people of Ta'if treated Prophet (^) very 
badly, and after that incident he was so weak hearted his 
heart was filled with grief and pain. At night, he made 
the dua - 'I wish! 1 could have a friend to help me, 
someone who could help me to make my heart feel 
good, or help me to remove this pain from my heart. 
Prophet (^) said these words and he went to sleep. It 
was at night, Jibril (^) came to him and said, O the 
Prophet of Allah, Allah (S) sent Salam on you and 
invited you.

Prophet (^) looked at Jibril (^) very happily, and he 
answered to the Salam. Jibril (^) then again said, O the 
beloved Prophet of Allah (^) AJI jb-iJ uEj o' and said that 
Allah (S) waiting so eagerly to meet with His beloved 
Prophet. 

Prophet (^) came outside, Jibril (^) took out the heart 
of Prophet (^), washed it, pure it and filled it with the 
love of Allah (S). 

Starting of Journey 

The ride which was brought by the Jibril (^) was Buraq 
(o'its speed was as fast as that of the light. So, Prophet 
(^) riding on Buraq, started his journey from 
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(Bayt-ul-Haram) to (Baytul-Maqdis). Jibril (^) told 
Prophet (^) that this valley is the valley of Rahmat and 
Barkat. So, Prophet (^) performed Namaz there, after 
resting there for a while Rasulullah (^) continued the 
journey to Masjid-e-Aqsa (Baytul-Maqdis). 

Imamat in Masjid-e-Aqsa 

After reaching Masjid-e-Aqsa, Prophet (^) saw that all 
Ambiya (d^) are present there. Jibril (^) said, O Prophet 
(^) all muqtadi are in their Saff, now we only need 
Imam, and requested Prophet (^) for the imamat. 
Prophet (^) did the imamat, Allah (S) made Prophet 
(^), the Imam of Ambiya {^) 

Journey of Mi'raj 

After performing the Salah with all Ambiya (®i), another 
ride was presented by Jibril (^) name sjjsj (RafRaf), it 
can be assumed as an elevator that goes high or upstairs. 
In Arabic, the first part of this journey is named ls 
(which means to travel at night) and the second word 
means altitude, upward journey. Jibril (^) was 
accompanying the Prophet (^) and together started the 
journey of Mi'raj. Prophet (^) crossed first sky, the 
second, the third, fourth and kept going upwards above 
the seven skies and Arsh “i' u'^^. Prophet (^) saw so 
many strange things in between. At one place Prophet 
(^) saw jda and calso saw the Angels writing the Sawab 
of good deeds, from there Prophet (^)was shown the 
scene of Jannat and Jahannam. 

Scenes of Jannat 

In Jannat Prophet (^) saw that some people who did 
irrigation are harvesting, and once they complete the 
harvest, again the crop grows and they harvest it again 
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and again. So, Prophet (^) asked Jibril (^) about this, 
he replied, O the Prophet (^) it is the example of good 
people, who did good work, they get its virtues all the 
time, they receive the barkat of their good work again 
and again. 

Further, Prophet (^) heard the sound of steps (walking) 
in Jannat. Prophet (^) inquired Jibril who is this! Who is 
walking here! Jibril (^) replied, O Prophet (^), it is 
your slave Bilal (ift.) then Prophet (^) asked that why 
his walking sounds coming from here? Jibril (^) replied 
because he is so beloved to Allah and he has so much 
acceptance in front of Allah because of his good deeds, 
that whenever he walks on the land, his walking sound 
is heard in Jannat, what a big status! SubhanAllah! 

Scenes of Jahannam (Hell) 

Prophet (^) saw some of the scenes of Jahannam. An 
angel is there who cuts the lips of some people again 
and again. Their lips are very similar to that of the size 
of the camel, and the angels cutting their lips again and 
again. Prophet (^) asked Jibril (^) about this, he 
replied, O Prophet of Allah (^) these are the people 
who used to spread the fitnah among the people. 
Listening from here and spreading it to others. 

Punishment of Betraying Others 

Prophet (^) saw that there are some people having very 
heavy loads on their head, they are unable to bear that 
load they fell down because of their load. Angles again 
put the load on their head, they keep falling and 
standing. Prophet (^) asked Jibril (^) about this, he 
replied, O the Prophet (^) these are the people of your 
ummah who betrayed people's trust. People used to 
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give them their things but they betrayed them. Today as 
a result of that, they have the heavy loads on their 
heads. 

Punishment of Not Performing Salah 

Prophet (^) saw, that angels are throwing stones to 
some people, and the stones hit their heads unless the 
head got badly injured, then again, the head is joined 
and the process goes on. Prophet (^) asked Jibril (as) 
about this, he replied, O Prophet (^) these are the 
people of your Ummah who did not perform Salah. 
Today it is the result of what they did in their life. 

Punishment of Backbiting (Gheebat) 

There were some people who were cutting and eating 
their body parts. Prophet (^) asked Jibril (ft) about this. 
He replied, 'O Prophet (^) these are the people of your 
Ummah who used to do Gheebat of others. Now they 
are cutting and eating their own body parts. 

Further Journey 

Prophet (^) saw the rahmat of Jannat and the terrible 
scenes of Jahannam. Then Prophet (^) followed the 
upward journey above the Arsh, there came a place 
where Jibril (ft) stopped, and said, O the Prophet (^); 1 
can be with you up to this point, above this point Allah's 
Glory is too much that if 1 move a single step, then my 
wings will burn because of Allah's Noor. 

Sidratul Muntaha 

When Prophet (^) reached Sidratul Muntaha it 
enlightened up with Noor. The leaves of that tree 
reflecting the Noor. Prophet (^) said the conditions of 
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Sidratul Muntaha cannot be described by anyone of this 
world. Allah (S) says in Quran Sharif: 

When the lote-tree was covered by that which covered it. 


Prophet (^) was so focused that he didn't lose his 
emotions which Allah says in Quran: 


[i7 : Laj 

The eye neither went wrong, nor did exceed the limit. 
And Allah says: 

[l8 : Cjhi -LflJ 

He has indeed seen a part of the biggest signs of your 
Lord. 


Gift of Salah 

Whenever a friend comes to visit the other, he went with 
some gift from his friend. Allah (S) when invited His 
beloved Rasulullah (^), gave him the Salah (Namaz) as 
a gift. Prior to Isra and Mi'raj, the characteristics of 
prayer were different from what Muslims observe 
today. Rasulullah (^) said that Allah (#) made 50 Salah 
fardh (obligatory) for me and my Ummah in one day 
and night. When on the way to the sky, 1 reached 
Hadhrat Musa {&), he said what Allah (#) gave to you? 
1 said: 50 Salah made obligatory for every day and night. 
Listening this Hadhrat Musa (^) said: Your Ummah 
will not be able to perform 50 Salahs as 1 have already 
tested Bani Israel. Go and ask to Allah (#) and request 
Him to decrease them. Rasulullah (^) said: 1 requested 
to my Allah (S) and humbly said: O my Rab (S) 
decrease the number of Salah for my Ummah. Allah (S) 
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decreased five Salahs. 1 reached Hadhrat Musa (^) and 
informed him that Allah (S) has decreased five Salah. 
Hadhrat Musa (^) said that your Ummah even will not 
be able to offer these Salahs, go to Allah (|^) and request 
Him to decrease further. Rasulullah (^)said, 1 kept on 
coming to Hadhrat Musa (^) and going to the divine 
court of Allah (S) until only five Salahs were left. Allah 
(S) said: O Muhammad (^), these are the five Salahs for 
a day and night and every Salah will have 10 times more 
reward, these five Salahs are equal to fifty Salahs. 
Rasulullah (^) said: 1 then reached Hadhrat Musa (^) 
and informed him about these commands. He stated the 
same thing this time as well i.e. go to Allah (S) and 
request to Him to decrease further. Rasulullah (^) said: 
1 asked Hadhrat Musa (^), 1 have been to my Rab (for 
getting number of Salah decreased) so many times that 
now 1 feel shy (to go for this). 

How Merciful is our Allah (^) who has given us such a 
great gift. Our duty is to express gratitude to Allah (S) 
for the gifts and establish Salah (the great gift of Mi'raj). 

Importance of Salah 

The most important part of Islam after tawheed (belief in 
Oneness of Allah) and Risalat (Messengership) is Salah. 
Too much emphasis is placed on Salah so that it should 
be observed dutifully.

Allah says in Quran,

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Importance of Salah at its Appointed Time 

Rasulullah (^) said, "No time of Salah sets in but an 
angel calls out (from amongst the people) to the people 
by saying: O people! Get up and perform your Salah on 
its prime time so as to extinguish the fire which you 
have prepared by your own sins!" 

In another Hadith, Rasulullah (^) said, the best of the 
deeds in the eyes of Allah (S) are the Salah, in their 
prime times, and after that, doing goodness to one's 
father and mother and after that, the best act is struggle 
in the way of Allah (S). 

The Angel of Death, states that, there is no house in the 
east or west of the earth made of skin or hair except that 
five times every day 1 look to the inhabitants of that 
house. The Prophet (^) after hearing this stated, 'These 
times are none other than the times of the five daily 
prayers. If the people of that house are of those who 
protect the times of the prayer, then at the time of death, 
the angels will recite the Shahadatain to them and Shaitan 
(who at this point in times wants to steal the faith away 
from the believer), will be pushed far away.' 

Reward of Performing the Salah in its Prescribed Time 

A Divine Light on the Day of Judgment 

The Prophet (^) said, 'One who recites his five daily 
Salah with complete purity and in their time, on the Day 
of Judgment, this Salah will be a divine light and proof 
of him; and one who disregards the salah (does not give 
the salah any importance), will be raised up alongside 
with Fir'awn and Haman.' 
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Talqin at the Time of Death 

Rasulullah (^) said, the reason why the Angel of Death 
look at all the people during the time for salah is because 
he wants to see who is considering the Salah important 
enough to recite in its prime time, and at the time of 
death, the Angel of Death will recite the Shahadatain to 
the person and will keep Shaitan away from him.' 

Rasulullah (^) said, 'The first thing that a servant will 
be taken to account for on the Day of Judgment is Salah. 
If it is sound, then the rest of his deeds will be sound, 
and if it is bad, then rest of his deeds will be bad. 

Waiting for the Time of Salah 

Rasulullah (^) said, 'If someone prepares himself for his 
obligatory (wajib) Salah to the extent that he is awaiting 
the time of the Salah and he prays his salah in its prime 
time and performs the Ruku' and Sujud properly, with 
attention and humility, and then he is busy in the praise 
of Allah until the time of the next salah sets in and 
during this period, does not indulge in vain or useless 
actions, then Allah will write for him the reward of 
performing Hajj and Umrah and will classify him as one 
of the Illy in (the most high). 

Sometimes our laziness makes us weak in Salah. Maybe 
we come late. Maybe we miss one or two. Sometimes we 
have a little bit of work or we need some sleep, and we 
say 'salah can be prayed later.' It is like we say 'oh salah, 
my work is greater please wait.' No, Allah is great. 
Allah's commandment is great, salah is great. 

We should think if we died this moment without 
performing the salah, what would happen to us? So 
hurry up to the Masjid at the right time. 
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Allah (S) says: 

[l03 : tj(j^ 

Surely, Salah is an obligation on the believers that is tied 
up with the time. 

That is why Sahabas {&) attended the Masjid with the 
help of others, even they were not well or they could not 
walk. Because they understood that they didn't have any 
excuse in any condition to miss the salah. 

Rasulullah (^) said, "If there was a river at the door of 
anyone of your and he took a bath in it five times a day 
would you notice any dirt on him? They said, 'Not a 
trace of dirt would be left, "The Prophet (0) added, 
"that is the example of the five prayers with which Allah 
blots out (annuls) evil deeds." 

If you want to enter a door, you need the key, each key 
has the number of teeth, if you would like to enter the 
paradise you need to pray five times of salah on daily 
basis. That is the number of teeth in the key to the 
paradise. 

If you miss one or two, what will happen? Take your 
key with one or two broken and put it in. it won't open 
missing even just one tooth, it wouldn't open. 

The most powerful person is the one who can lift his 
blanket up for Fajr Salah. 

There are so many benefits for Fajr. In a beautiful 
Hadith, Rasulullah (^) said: 
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One who observed the 'Isha' prayer in congregation, it 
was as if he prayed up to midnight, and he who prayed 
the morning prayer in congregation, it was as if he 
prayed the whole night. 

Teach Salah to Your Children 

Pray and teach the Hadith to your children. Take them 
to the Masjid. Give them a training for five-time Salah, 
when they reach seven years old. Don't think that they 
are small they will pray after, growing up, and let him 
sleep for now. No, think he wants to sleep in Qabr 
happily. If they sleep here without salah, they cannot 
sleep in Qabr happily. 

So teach them Salah, make dua for them. Just like Allah 
teaches us dua of Hadhrat Ibrahim (ft). 


O My Lord! make me steadfast in Salah, and my 
offspring as well. And, Our Lord, grant my prayer. 


If you and every elder of your house wake up for Fajr, 
your children would automatically wake up. Keep a 
strong intention, Allah will definitely help. 


Prayers in the Mosque or at Home? 

Some people prefer to perform all their prayers at home, 
going to the mosque only once a week, for Friday 
prayer. Others do the opposite, and attend prayers at 
mosques for all five daily prayers (Therefore, Sunnah 
and Nafl), leaving nothing to perform at home. 

There is no doubt that offering the obligatory prayer 
with the congregation in the mosque is much better and 
brings the worshipper much higher reward. In fact. 
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praying with the congregation is given 27 times in 
another hadith 25 times, thus the reward for a prayer 
offered alone. 

Yet the Prophet (^) said, in several Hadith encouraging 
us to allocate some of our prayers (like Sunnah and 
Nafl) for home. 

Rasulullah (^) said, "Offer some of your prayers in 
your homes, (Sunnah and Nafl prayers) so as not to 
make these homes like graves." 

At the same time, offering prayers in a congregation is 
strongly encouraged because it strengthens ties within 
the local community and brings people together, 
worshippers exchange friendly conversations after 
prayers in a relaxed atmosphere. They inquire after 
those who miss a couple of prayers. Hence, Islam gives 
greater reward to congregational prayers. 

In so many Hadith as quoted earlier, Rasulullah (^) 
encourages offering some prayers at home. Taken 
together these Hadiths appear to encourage that we 
offer the recommended and voluntary prayers (Sunnah 
and Nafl) at home, leaving the obligatory ones to offer in 
the mosque with the congregation. Providing a good 
example for our women and children to encourage them 
to attend to their prayers regularly. At the same time, we 
also attend mosques, particularly with the local 
community, and gaining greater reward. We also fulfill 
a very important duty, the congregation prayer, which is 
an essential element of Islamic worship. 
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Admonition for those who Neglect Salah with Jamat in 
the Masj id 

It was the burning desire of Rasulullah (^) that the men 
of the Ummah perform their salah with Jamat in the 
Masjid, Rasulullah (^) used to be greatly hurt when he 
learnt of people performing their salah at homes, that he 
said: "Had it not been for the women and children, 1 
would have commanded a group of youth to gather 
firewood and set fire to the dwellings of those people 
who perform their salah at their homes without any 
excuse." 

The Sahabah (i|fe) had once seen Rasulullah (^) 
weeping. On enquiring from him as to what caused him 
to weep, he said: "1 was shown by Allah (^) that among 
the signs of Qiyamah are that the people from my 
Ummah will discard their salah and follow their (evil) 
desire." 

It is reported that somebody asked Hadhrat Abdullah 
bin Abbas (iffe): "What is the condition of the person who 
observes nafl, fasts during the day and offers nafl salah 
the entire night, but neither goes to the Masjid to 
perform salah with Jamat nor attends Jumu'ah? Hadhrat 
Abdullah bin Abbas (i^) replied, "He is doomed to 
Hell." (Tirmizi # 218) 

The Desire of Rasulullah (0) Regarding Women 
Performing Salah in the Confines of their Homes 

While it was the burning desire of Rasulullah (^) that 
the men of his Ummah perform their salah with Jamat in 
the masjid, it was his heart's desire that the women of 
his Ummah perform their salah within the confines of 
their homes. 
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Rasulullah (^) encouraged women to perform their 
salah within their homes and remain concealed from the 
eyes of men to such an extent that he sad, "The Salah of 
a woman in her bedroom is more rewarding than her 
salah in the enclosed courtyard of her house and her 
salah in the innermost portion of the bedroom (a smaller 
room within the bedroom) is more rewarding than her 
salah in her bedroom. 
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ALLAH'S LOVE FOR US 

In one of the Hadith-e-Qudsi Allah has revealed that 
T was a hidden treasure' 

'So I wish to be recognize' ij 

'So, I created the creatures' jij.! 

This means that the reason behind the creation of the 
creature was love. Related to this Allah says in Quran: 

'That believers have intense love for Allah, their hearts 
are filled with Allah's love.' 

In Quran Sharif Allah (S) describes some of the qualities 
of the Momin (true believers) that are very beloved to 
Allah, like, Allah says: 

[l95 : s^1] 

And do good. Of course, Allah loves those who do good. 

[222 : S^1] 44 di 

Surely, Allah loves those who are most repenting. 

[4 : ^dl 

Surely, Allah loves the God-fearing. 

There are so many other qualities that are described in 
Quran all beautiful qualities were found to be present in 
Prophet (^) Allah has given us a role model with 
perfection, we as an Ummati are supposed to follow him 
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because whoever loves (Muhammad ^), Allah also 
loves him, whether a person is White or Black, poor or 
rich it doesn't matter, what Allah notices is the condition 
of our heart. Like, Hadhrat Bilal {%) was a Black person 
but he was so beloved to Allah. Once Prophet (^) said, 
"O Bilal, what special deeds you have done that 1 heard 
sounds of your walking steps ahead of me in paradise." 
Hadhrat Bilal (iffe) replied, "Whenever 1 make wudhu, 1 
offer two units (rakah) of prayers as Tahiyatul Wudhu." 
This act was so beloved to Allah that when Hadhrat 
Bilal {%) walked on earth, his walking sounds was 
heard in Jannah. (SubhanAUah!) 

The reason why Allah loves is many, firstly, when a 
person loves, show kindness to the creatures of Allah, 
then Allah also shows mercy to that person. Prophet (^) 
said, "Be merciful to those on the earth and the one in 
the heavens will have mercy upon you." 

The whole earth is like a family to Allah, it is similar to 
the fact that whenever a person of a family is shown 
kindness by the outsider (or any other person) then the 
owner of the family also loves him. 

Hadhrat Abu Hurairah (i^) reported: The Prophet (^) 
said, "A prostitute had once been forgiven. She passed 
by a dog panting near a well. Thirst had nearly killed 
him, so she took off her sock, tied it to her veil, and drew 
up some water. Allah forgave her for that." 

Allah showed his mercy to that woman because she 
helped the creature of Allah. 

Secondly, Allah shows mercy and love to the person 
who is obedient to Allah and his beloved Prophet (^), 
follows the sunnah and believes in the oneness of Allah, 
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one who completes the Ahkamat of Allah, prays, fasts, 
pays zakat, goes for Hajj (if able to do so) and keeps 
himself away from the things that Allah, the Almighty 
has forbidden, by doing so, Allah will show his mercy 
and love to us. 


Dua to Seek Allah's Love 

Prophet Muhammad (^) taught us to ask for Allah's 
love in Duas. Prophet (^) said: 


j^'j diibi 4i 


'O Allah, indeed, 1 ask You for Your love and the love of 
those who love You, and for the action that will cause 
me to attain Your love, O Allah, make Your love more 
beloved to me than myself, my family and cold water.' 

Allah is so Grateful and Merciful 

Allah knows everything that we do, and appreciates our 
good deeds. What does appreciation mean? 
Appreciation of Allah means to shower mercy upon the 
people and grant them big sawab and accepting their 
small deeds. Allah is so merciful that He accepts our 
smallest deeds that we do to make him happy. Unlike 
the Badshah of this world, if you present them a small 
gift it will be considered as a work against his power 
and honour, but Allah (S) who is the Badshah of the 
whole universe accepts our every single good deed and 
says in Quran: 

[7 : jy^l] 
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Then shall anyone who has done an atom's weight of 
good, see it! 


After Every Difficulty There is an Ease 

This worldly life is for a very short period of time, in this 
life, Allah puts us in different situations of life to test our 
iman. If Allah (S) gives some difficulty in our lives and 
if we pass that time with patience then Allah (S) in 
return changes the situation with a happy one, and this 
happiness is so much that it overcomes the grief and 
pain of the hard time. Like Allah (S) says in Quran: 


(So, verily with every difficulty, there is relief, verily 
with every difficulty there is relief.) 


The mankind sees the poverty as a calamity, the burning 
of his house as a calamity, while he doesn't know 
Allah's wisdom behind it. Allah (S) tells us in Surah al- 
Baqarah, that we perhaps hate a thing and it is good for 
us.

(But perhaps you hate a thing and it is good for you; and perhaps 
you love a thing and it is bad for you. And Allah knows while 
you know not.) 


For indeed, with hardship (will be) ease. It is the promise of 
Allah which is truth, and who is more truthful than Allah in 
statement. Allah promised that when there is difficulty a relief 
will come with it. 
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FAZEELAT OF ALLAH'S ZIKR 


Allah (i^) revealed the story of Suleman (^) and Dawud 
(^) in Quran: 

[10 :l^] Jo 'aJ iSjfj ^ 

Allah (l^) commands the mountains and flying creatures 
to do zikr (Tasbeeh) with them (Dawud and Suleman 
©.). These mountains, and creatures could have done the 
tasbeeh of Allah alone but they are said to do tasbeeh 
with them. Now point to notice is that when the zikr of 
Allah (S) is done in togetherhood, it has a different 
impact. Allah also said this in Quran:

To sit with those people who remember Allah (S) day 
and night. 


Allah says: As my servant thinks of Me, and I am with 
him when he makes remembrance (zikr) of Me to 
himself, I make remembrance of him to Myself. If he 
makes remembrance of Me in a gathering, I make 
remembrance of him in a gathering better than it, 
therefore in the gathering of angels. 


From this it is very clearly imderstood that how much 
gathering zikr is valuable in front of Allah. Allah says: 

[152 :0 

'Remember me, and I (Allah) will remember you.' 
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Abu Hurairah reported that the Prophet (^) said, 
"Allah Almighty has angels who travel the highways 
and by-ways seeking out gathering of remembrance 
(zikr) in the earth. When they find a gathering of 
remembrance, they enfold them with their wings 
stretching up to the heaven. Allah asks them, from 
where have you come?' They reply, 'we have come from 
your slaves who are glorifying you, praising you 
proclaiming your oneness, asking with you and seeking 
refuge with you; He says, and He knows better than 
them what are they asking Me for? They reply, they are 
asking You for the Garden. He says, have they seen it? 
They reply 'No, our Lord.' He says, 'How would it be if 
they were to see it?' then He asks, and He knows better 
than them, what are they seeking refuge from? From the 
Fire, they reply. He asks 'Have they seen it? No, they 
reply. Then He says, 'How would it be if they were to 
see it?' then He says, 'I testify to you that I have forgiven 
them, I have given them what they ask me for, and I 
give them the refuge which they ask of me.' 

They say, our Lord, among them is a wrongdoer who is 
sitting with them, but is not one of them. He says, 'I 
have forgiven him as well, the one sitting with these 
people will not be wretched." 

Aim of Doing Allah's Zikr 

The aim of zikr is to create Allah's love (Allah's fear) in 
our hearts, when our hearts are filled with Allah's 
remembrance then it will not be easy for us to move 
towards a sin, we should all continue to engage in the 
zikr of Allah (S). After the month of Ramadan most 
people complain that they no longer perceive the effects 
they would perceive during the month of Ramadan. 
They no longer perceive the motivation and drive within 
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their hearts to carry out good deeds. However, if we 
establish the same environment in our houses by 
engaging in the zikr of Allah (S), we will continue to 
perceive these effects in our homes as they are the result 
of this environment. We need to be punctual, 
punctuality on mamoolat is the ladder through which one 
progress in Deen. 
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THE CHARACTER OF 
PROPHET MUHAMMAD (#) 

All for the Sake of Allah 

Prophet Muhammad (^) as selfless as a person could be 
in life. All his undertakings and motives were just to 
fulfil the order of Allah (S) and he did not undertake 
any action out of his personal desire and will. He lived 
every day of his life for the sake of Allah. The extent of 
his selfless can be seen from the example of his 
preaching in the valley of Taif, the utmost form of 
patience and endurance is all that we learn from the 
Prophet's Taif incident. Prophet Muhammad (^) called 
upon the people of Taif to worship only Allah, who 
created them and created everything else that exists. 
However, the people of Taif and their servants hooted 
him through the narrow lanes, pelted him with the rain 
of stones until the blood flowed down from both of his 
(Prophet's) legs while Zaid was trying to shield him. 

The crowd did not cease until they had chased him two 
or three miles across the sandy plains to the foot of the 
surrounding hills. Finally, when the crowd disappeared, 
the noble legs with full of blood clotted to the shoes 
found a place against the wall of a vineyard because he 
was tired and wounded yet confident that Allah (S) will 
not leave him alone to deal that situation, so he raised 
his hands and described his helpless state. 
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Angel Jibril (^) appeared before the Prophet (^) and 
said, Allah knows all that passed between you and these 
people. He has deputed an angel in charge of the 
mountains to be at your command." Order what you 
wish, if you like, I will let the two mountains 
surrounding Taif fall on them. 


Having his shoes full of blood clogged to his feet, the 
merciful and the noble Prophet Muhammad (^) replied, 
'No, I hope that Allah will let them beget children who 
will worship Allah alone, 'O Allah forgive my people, 
for they know not.' 


Such is the selfless in his character and every moment of 
his life was for the sake of Allah and spreading his 
message. 


Mannerism 

Prophet Muhammad (^) was the epitome of good 
manners. Every action that he undertook in life 
represented the highest morals and manners that a 
person could exhibit. He was an ideal being in terms of 
manners and ethics, the likes of which the world has not 
seen. As one of his companions notes about his manners: 
The Prophet (^) did not swear at anyone, nor was he 
rude, nor did he curse anyone. 


The Story of a Lady who Threw Garbage at Prophet 
Muhammad (^) 

The Prophet Muhammad (^) tried to move the Arabs 
away from their discrimination towards women and 
people of color as well as many other things. He was 
met with a lot of hostility and one example of this was 
the incident of the lady who would throw garbage at the 
Prophet or in this way whenever he walked past her 
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house. The Prophet Muhammad (^) however, had 
something much greater in mind. 

On a normal day the Prophet (^) again finds himself 
walking past her house, he is probably expecting a 
repeat action from this lady, yet this time nothing 
happens. Instead of being relieved and continuing on 
this journey the Prophet Muhammad (^) asks someone 
nearby of this lady who has been so abusive to him. The 
Prophet (^) was probably wondering what had 
happened to the lady and eventually came to know that 
she was sick and resting at home. 

The Prophet (^) went to visit this lady and asked her 
how she was doing and offered to help her around the 
house to make life easier for her during sickness. The 
lady was not only shocked but humbled and embraced 
by her treatment of the Prophet (^) and was in extreme 
admiration that he returned her evil with goodness and 
she ended up embracing Islam. 

Kindness to Children 

Prophet Muhammad (^) treated children with kindness 
and mercy. He always enjoyed their company and 
played with them to make them happy. One such 
examples can be seen from his life when he used to say 
to kids: 

T will give such and such (i.e. gifts or so) to the one who 
comes to me first.' 

So they used to race and fall on his back and chest. 

Concerned About Orphans 

In society, he was especially considerate of orphans and 
would command his followers to take special care of the 
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orphans as they did not have parents to look after them. 
In one of his Hadith, he said: 

(The best house among the Muslims is one where an 
orphan is well treated, and the worst house among you 
(the Muslims) is one where an orphan is badly treated.) 

Caring of Women 

Prophet Muhammad (^) was very caring of the rights of 
the women and commanded his followers to give special 
treatment to women by giving them respect and equal 
rights that they ought to have. In one Hadith he said: 

"Whoever (brings up) two girls till they come of age, 
will be in the next world along with me, like my two 
fingers joining each other." 

He gave preference to raising up of female children. This 
shows the care he had for women and their rights. Allah 
has given us a beautiful personality, perfect in all terms. 
His complete life is filled with his beautiful, kind 
features. Allah (S) describes his character in Quran and 
says: 

[4 : jo-LaJI] 

(And verily, you are on an exalted (standard of) 
character). There is no doubt that if one follows the 
beautiful life of Prophet (^) he will be treated best in 
this duniya as well as in Aakhirah, Allah (S) will 
reward him for following the sunnah. The Prophetic life 
is a life full of kindness care and loving the creation of 
Allah. May Allah (S) give us tazvfeeq to follow the 
Sunnah in every aspect of our lives. Aameen! 

Thanking Allah (S) 

Whatever Allah (i^) has given to us we should be 
thankful for everything. 
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[7 ! jO-^ljoJj 

(If you are grateful, I will give you more). 

Rasulullah (^) also taught us to be thankful to Allah (#) 
by making this Dua: 

By making this Dua every day, Allah (S) will help us to 
be thankful to Him. 

We should make this Dua, that 'O Allah grant your 
countless blessings on us, and also make me thankful to 
them.' 

We Can Never Count Allah's Blessings 

Be very grateful to Allah for everything that you possess 
including your wealth, health, status, intellectual 
abilities and life. Allah says: 

[l8 ! dl Si IjJjij (j)^ 

'If you would count up the favors of Allah, never would 
you be able to number them. For Allah is Forgiving 
Most Merciful. 

We Thank Allah for our Own Benefit 

If you are ungrateful Allah (S) is unaffected. If you 
become grateful, then you have taken the first step 
towards becoming a true believer. It is for this reason 
that the Rasulullah (^) said that, 'Love Allah as we 
benefit from His grace.' 
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Allah reminds us: "And whoever is grateful, he is only 
grateful for the benefit of his own self. 'For surely if it 
was not the grace of Allah (S) on you and His Mercy, 
you would have been among the losers. 

Be Thankful to The People Also 

Along with thanking Allah (S) we should also be 
thankful to the people who help us in our daily life. 

Hadhrat Abu Hurairah (i^) reported that Rasulullah (^) 
said: 

'Whoever, doesn't thank people has not thanked Allah.' 

Consequences of Being Ungrateful to Allah (S) 

Allah (l^) has given us all the things that we have. He 
likes to give us more and more if we are thankful, but 
once we became unthankful, Allah (S) takes it back 
from us. Some of the examples from the Quran Sharif 
are discussed here. 


• Allah (^) gave so much wealth to Qarun, but he 
became unthankful and proudy, so Allah (S) 
took that wealth from him as a result of being 
ungrateful. 

• Allah describes the people of Saba (4^ j»A) in 

Quran - , 43^’“'^ cs^ ^, Allah gave them big 

gardens, with lots of fruits and other things that 
they eat. Allah (S) says cA ij44-, 

wherever they walk their both sides right and left 
had only gardens. Allah (S) says further cA ' 

41 ijjslaij Allah told them to eat the rizq 
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that Allah gave and to be grateful, but what they 
did! They became unthankful to Allah (S)- So, 
Allah destroyed their gardens and took that gift 
from them. Allah (S) says: 

[l7 ! ij'^ 

'Allah takes His blessings from the ungrateful rejectors.' 

A Very Dreadful Incident for Being Ungrateful 

This story is narrated by the father of the girl himself, 
who was very ungrateful. Allah (S) gave him a very 
beautiful daughter, she was very intelligent a girl with 
beauty and brain. But the only thing that he disliked 
about his daughter was that she used to reject every 
marriage proposal, although the family find it suitable 
for her, but she kept on rejecting the proposal because 
she became proudy of her beauty that Allah (#) gave 
her. She completed her studies, became a doctor. Once 
she was in an operation room, was doing a surgery. She 
got hurt from the instruments there which later turned 
into a severe infection. In spite of doing treatment for a 
long time, she couldn't get back the beauty of her hands 
as it was before. Her hands turned into wrinkled old 
skin, due to this reason till now no one accepts to marry 
her. Now people reject her due to this problem. May 
Allah (#) protect us from being imgrateful to the 
blessings of Allah (#). 
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FAZEELAT OF RECITING 
DUROOD SHARIF 


Reciting Durood upon Rasulullah (^) is regarded as 
being among the greatest ibadat in Deen through which 
one may acquire the divine love of Allah (S) and the 
special closeness of His beloved Rasulullah (^). 
Rasulullah (^) said, "Indeed, the people who will be 
closet to me on the day of Qiyamah will be those who 
used to recite the most Durood upon me in the world." 




In another Hadith, Prophet (^) said, "One who sends 
Durood once on me, Allah will send ten blessings on 
him. 


In this Mubarak Hadith, Rasulullah (^) has encouraged 
his ummah to recite abundant Durood upon him and he 
has explained that through reciting Durood, they will 
receive great virtues and blessings from Allah (^). 

It has been the practice of many Akabir and pious elders 
to recite eighty Durood after Asr on Friday. This practice 
was always understood to have been based upon the 
Hadith of Hadhrat Abu Hurairah {%) wherein he had 
reported that Rasulullah (^) had said, "The one who 
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performs Asr salah on Friday and thereafter recites 
eighty times before standing up from his place

Eight years of sins are forgiven for him and eighty years 
of (nafl) ibadat are written for him.

Hadhrat Aws ibn Aws {%,) reports that the Prophet (S8) 
said: Among the most excellent of your days is Friday; 
on this day Adam was created, on it he died, on it the 
last trumpet will be blown, and on it the shout will be 
made, so invoke more blessings on me that day, for your 
blessings will be submitted to me. The people asked: 
Messenger of Allah, how can it be that our blessings will 
be submitted to you while your body is decayed? He 
replied: Allah, the Exalted, has prohibited the earth from 
consuming the bodies of Prophets. 


The Practice of Hadhrat Mufti Mahmood Gangohi (^) 

It was the practice of Hadhrat Mufti Mahmood Hasan 
Gangohi (iis) to recite the following Durood eighty times 
after Asr on Eriday before moving up from his place:

When the Asr salah would terminate, an announcement 
would be made encouraging people to recite this 
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Durood and the virtues of this Durood that have been 
mentioned in Hadiths would also be mentioned that the 
reciter will have eighty year of his sins forgiven and the 
reward of eighty years of worship will be recorded for 
him. Approximately all the Musallis would recite this 
Durood after which the majlis would be held as normal. 
Initially when the visitors were not so many in number, 
then Hadhrat Mufti Mahmood Gangohi (jfe) would 
engage in Zikr-e-Jahri from Asr until Maghrib on the 
day of Eriday.

In Eazail-e-Durood, Hadhrat Shaikhul Hadith Maulana 
Muhammad Zakariya Kandhalvi (jis) has mentioned the 
following: 


Allamah Sakhawi (ji,) quotes this Hadith in this book 
Jjail from numerous sources but the ulama of 
Hadith consider them to be weak. The author of It-Haaf 
has also quoted this Hadith from several sources. It is a 
principle of Muhaddithin that a weak Hadith is 
acceptable when it pertains to virtues especially when 
reported through numerous chains of transmission. It is 
most probably for this reason Hadhrat Abu Hurairah 
has been classified as sound (Hasan) in Al-Jamius 
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Sagheer. Mulla Ali Qari (ife) also quoted this Hadith in 
his commentary of Al-Shifa, with reference to Al-Jamius 
Sagheer from Tabrani and Dar Qutni.

Make ruku, make sujood, be in a state of Ibadat, that's is 
for ourselves. But when Allah (S) says j (do 

good), good helps whom? Others, now if we want to be 
successful then we have to do good work, we have to 
help others. But if we do good for others, then it's for 
whom? It is for ourselves. So, our voluntary 
contributions are actually efforts to help our ownselves. 
Don't ever look back to see what you gave to other, like 
a donation that you made to orphans, a check you wrote 
to poor people and you say '1 helped them,' and the 
moment we say '1 help them,' it doesn't count for us 
anymore. Now we cannot go to Allah saying that 'Ya 
Allah where is the money 1 gave? Allah will say 'you 
already say 'you help them, you didn't say 'you helped 
yourselves' you can't have it both ways, Allah only takes 
one intention, so if you are going to give your time, 
money or an effort you better only expect returns from 
Allah. If you expect anything from anyone else, Allah 
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doesn't like the shared intentions. He wants His 
intentions to be exclusive. If we try to put our any 
agenda, ourselves or some other in that intention, it is 
gone, it doesn't count for anything. Don't put your 
contributions to expectations. If you want an 
expectation, expect it from Allah (#). The sadaqah you 
give gets stored in the accoimt of your Aakhirah, the 
withdrawal is going to happen in the Aakhirah. You try 
to withdrawal now; you won't get anything there. 
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• It Protects from Calamity 

Rasulullah (^) said, 'Give charity without delay, for it 
stands in the way of calamity.' 

• It is a good deed that never ends 

Rasulullah (^) said, 'When man dies, his deeds come to 
an end except for three things, sadaqah Jariya (ceaseless 
charity), a knowledge which is beneficial, or virtuous 
descendent who prays for him (for the deceased). 


Rasulullah (^) said in a Mubarak Hadith, 'If you do 
charity from one hand, your other hand must not know 
about this.' 


Yes, but if you want others to learn from you or inspire 
others for charity and for this reason you want to donate 
publicly then it's okay, so that others may learn from 
you. Allah (S) says in Quran: 


[274 :0d ^ Slj 


'Those who spend their money in the night and in the 
day, secretly and openly, they will have their reward 
with their Lord, there is no fear over them, nor will they 
grieve.' 


Benefits of Giving Charity (Sadaqah) 

Rasulullah (^) said in Hadith: 'To act justly between 
two people is a charity,' to help a man with his mount 
lifting him onto it or hoisting up his belonging out it, is a 
charity, a good work is a charity and removing a 
harmful thing from the road is charity.' 


Charity Will be a Shade on the Day of Judgment 

Rasulullah (^) said in his Mubarak Hadith: 

The believers shade on the Day of Resurrection will be 
his charity.' 

It Protects from the Hell Fire 

Rasulullah (^) said, 'Protect yourself from the hell fire 
even by giving a piece of date as charity.' 

It Increases What Allah (^) Grants Us 

Allah (S) says 'Spend, O' son of Adam and 1 shall spend 
on you.' 

Charity Elevates Your Status 

Rasulullah (^) said, charity does not in any way 
decreases the wealth and the servants who forgives, 
Allah (S) adds to his respect and the one who shows 
humility, Allah (S) elevates him in the estimation (of the 
people). 
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WHO IS READY TO DIE? 

We are supposed to learn a lesson from the stories of 
others. The people who don't learn from the stories of 
others are the one who themselves become an example 
for others. If we ask a question, that among us, who is 
ready to die? Or who has completed his preparation? 
Then no one will raise the hand, because we are so much 
busy in our lives that we have forgotten something 
which is sudden and guaranteed. There is a series of 
coming into this world, but there is no series of leaving 
this world. How terrible it is! We all know that death is 
sudden and may come at any time, yet we don't care 
about it. This world has made so many people wealthy, 
they are totally busy in their life of negligence, but they 
end in dark, surrounded by horrible creatures 
consuming their bodies. We should remember Allah 
(ft)/ pray to him, ask him forgiveness, then Allah (S) 
will protect us in this world and Aakhirah. If we fulfill 
our duties towards Namaz, Zakat, Hajj, and follow the 
Sunnah of our beloved Rasulullah (^) then at the end of 
our life, Allah (S) will congratulate us and will give us a 
place in paradise. 

Remembering the Spectacle of Death 

Hadhrat Shaikh Maulana Zakariya (iis) once mentioned:

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Death is Inevitable 

This life will move on, time doesn't wait for anyone. If 
death could be avoidable, then the wealthiest persons 
have never preferred to die. But it is not something that 
you can buy. You can't even buy a single second or can't 
even be late when it's the time of the death, its fixed and 
accurate too, when time comes, person goes, leaves this 
world. 

If death could be avoided, then Fir'awn, Namrud, 
Shaddad had never died. If death could be avoided by 
giving wealth, then Qarun had never died. 

If death could be avoided by intelligence and being 
wise, then Hadhrat Luqman (^) had not died. 

If death could be avoided through medicines, then 
Aflatun and Jalinus had not died. 

If death could be avoided through beauty then the 
beautiful people have not died. 

But death is a bitter truth, every person rich or poor, 
believer or non-believer has to die. So if we will leave 
this duniya then wiseness is that we make ourselves 
prepare for this, that is why it is said:

'This duniya is for a moment, so live every moment in 
doing a good deed.'

On the way, Rasulullah {0) 
saw a child sitting on the side of the road, sitting upset 
and was crying continuously. Prophet (0) stopped and 
told the companions to continue their walk to mosque. 
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He would join them in a while. Rasulullah (^) went to 
the child and sat next to him, on the side of the street. He 
(#) patted the child on his back and inquired, why are 
you crying? He said, today is the day of Bid and all 
young children are holding their father's hand, and they 
are going for their Bid prayer, 1 don't have a father who 
can arrange nice clothes for me, there is no body to hold 
my hand, 1 am missing my father. Rasulullah (^) hold 
the hand of that child and said what if 1 become your 
father and Ayesha («is) become your mother. Child 
became so happy his eyes lit up in happiness. Rasulullah 
(^) said from today onwards you will never say that 
you don't have a father, Muhammad (^) is your father 
from today and Ayesha (sft) is your mother. 

He took the child to his home, and called Humera 
(Ayesha and said, Humera! Give bath to this child, 
dress him nicely. That child was of the age of (Hasan 
so while Ayesha («fs) gave him bath, his clothes were 
arranged by Rasulullah (^) from Hasan's (ift.) home. 
After bath finished, he dressed up nicely, his hair was 
combed, he was given perfume and surma on his eyes, 
he was beautifully dressed up now, and was very 
happy. 

Now he was happy to go for Bid prayer, Rasulullah (^) 
sat in front of him and said, 'You said yourself orphan! 
Today you will not go to the Bid prayer on your foot, 1 
will take you on my shoulders. When Rasulullah (^) 
was taking this child on his shoulders, children in streets 
who were playing were so surprised to see this. That 
child sitting on the shoulders of Rasulullah (0) when 
came nearby the children said, listen you all Rasulullah 
0) has made me his child from today Rasulullah (^) is 
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my father and Ayesha (tifs) is my mother. After listening 
this one of the children said, "1 wish! 1 was an orphan 
too! Rasulullah (^) would have made me his son. 
Rasulullah 0) took that child to the Bid prayer, and 
when Prophet 0) was giving the khutbah he had this 
child sitting on his lap, Rasulullah 0) conveyed this 
message to the people that, one who will touch the head 
of the orphan with compassion the more hair under his 
hand, the more good Allah will write in his deeds. 

Today the rights of orphans are being violated, they are 
killed and treated badly.

1 and the guardian of the orphan will be in the Garden 
like that, "indicating his forefinger and middle finger." 


Who is a True Muslim? 





It was narrated from Abu Hurairah (:^) that: The 
Messenger of Allah 0) said: "The Muslim is the one 
from whose tongue and hand the people are safe, and 
the believer is the one from whom the people's lives and 
wealth are safe." 

Explanation 


The true Muslim is the one from whose tongue the 
Muslims are safe, so he does not insult, cause, or 
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backbite them, nor does he seek to sow any type of evil 
or corruption among them. 


Also, they are safe from his hand, so he does not assault 
them, take their property without right, or do anything 
of that nature. The real Muslim is the one who gives up 
what Allah, the Almighty, has forbidden. 
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CONDITION OF WOMEN 
BEFORE ISLAM 

The condition of women before Islam was a miserable 
one. Different societies had different opinion about 
women. If we go back to the History then it is very dark 
picture that we see of a woman before Islam. In France, 
women were totally deprived of their basic needs and 
they were considered as half-humans, China used to 
consider the women as the soul of the devil, they used to 
blame women for every calamity that came into their 
lives. Japanese people had the opinion that women are 
not pure and they were strongly prohibited from the 
place of worship. In Hindu society, a widow would burn 
herself to death on her husband's funeral, it was a forced 
practice, women who did not wish to die like this were 
forced to do so in different ways. Traditionally, a widow 
was supposed to have no role to play in society and was 
considered a burden. So, if a woman had no surviving 
children who could support her. She was pressurized to 
accept death. 

Christians had the opinion that due to women they are 
not forgiven. They used to encourage women not to get 
married as they thought it to be good to remain 
unmarried. 

In Arabs, the condition of women before Islam was very 
horrible, whenever there was a birth of a baby girl in 
their house, there face used to get pale in 
embarrassment, they thought girls to be the burden. 
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They sometimes killed them or buried them alive with 
the fear of poverty. Cruelty on women was on its high 
before Islam came into existence. 

Status of Women in Islam 

When all these miserable conditions were going on 
women, at that time Allah (S) sent his beloved 
Messenger Rasulullah (^) with the gift of Islam. 
Prophet Muhammad (^) beautified and upraised the 
status of women and said, 'O people! If she is a daughter 
then she is your honor, as a sister she is your honor, as a 
wife she is your life partner and as a mother, Jannat is 
under her feet. 

How cruel were those people! Who buried their 
daughters alive, were they deaf or blind? The crying 
voices of their daughters didn't have any impact on their 
heart. So, to teach these type of people Rasulullah (^) 
said, " by showing his two fingers, he said, a person 
who has two daughters, if he raises them nicely, 
completes their Nikah, that person will be so close to me 
in Jannat just like these two fingers are close to each 
other. 

Rasulullah (^) through his beautiful teachings changed 
the condition of women. He always gave preference to 
the raising of female child, taught Arab by many 
beautiful ways, and made them to understand the gift of 
women that Allah has given to them. 

Importance of Nikah 

Rasulullah (0) helped women to restore their honor in 
society and said ^ Rasulullah {0) 

motivated men to be kind with their women, to respect 
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them and to make them life partners. Rasulullah (^) 
said, (Nikah is my Sunnah). 

This saying of Rasulullah (^) raised the value of Nikah. 
In another Hadith Rasulullah (0) said, (Nikah is the half 
of the Iman) 


Make Nikah Easy 


Our beloved Prophet, Rasulullah (^) spent the simplest 
life and he is the perfect example comes in our minds 
when we think of simplicity. When it comes to 
marriages, this Sunnah is to make the marriage an easy 
and affordable one. Nikah is a religious function but 
unfortunately today a lot of customs and rituals have 
crept in the process of marriages, most of which have 
absolutely no concept in Islam. Simple Nikah saves us 
from many other problems. For example, an open 
ground for the spread of indecency, music/ dance, and 
the mix gatherings, thus playing straight into the hands 
of the Shaitan. By doing this we are doing nothing but 
harming the married couples and protecting them from 
the Blessings of Allah. 

"Indeed, the wasteful are the brothers of the devils, and 
ever has Satan been to his Lord ungrateful." By making 
weddings expensive, we have made this beautiful 
sunnah the difficult one. However, it is the easiest act if 
we perform it according to the Quran and Sunnah. 
These expenses cause delay in marriages which further 
leads to major sins. 

The money that could be used for the future of the 
wellbeing of the married couple is spent on extravagant 
stages and arenas; that money could have been put to 
better use in determining an easy financial course for the 
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couple. By over spending that money we are in fact 
taking away the blessing from the marriage and leaving 
the couple with scare means. 

No doubt that Nikah in our life is a momentous 
moment, but what if we don't receive the blessings of 
Allah on this happiest day of our life. We must not put 
marriages as a showing off, Allah doesn't put His 
blessing on something which is meant for showing off. 

Thus, the wisdom is in the fact that if the starting of this 
beautiful relationship is done according to Sunnah, we 
can receive lots of blessings and mercy from Allah (^) 
which will really help the couple to build a strong 
relationship of love and peace. 

Dowry - A Dreadful and Unethical Practice 

Nowadays, dowry has become a part of wedding 
ceremonies. If we say that this is common thing among 
the illiterate or uneducated people, we will be wrong 
because educated people are much more involved in this 
evil. The custom of dowry is the route of many evils. 
There is no religious concern with this practice, but 
majority of the people happily adopt it. 

The elite class to some extent is responsible for this 
tradition because, they give luxuries to their daughter 
that a poor woman cannot afford. 

On the other hand, lower class of the society has not 
enough to give dowry to their daughters. So, many of 
them take huge debts because of the Jahez (dowry). 
They spend the rest of their lives to pay their debts. 
Many of our sisters are unable to get married, because 
their families cannot afford the demands of the other

because of it. 


The Prophet (^) is reported to have said that 'the best 
Nikah is one in which the least amount has been spend.' 

Those who can afford to give Jahez should be the ones to 
oppose it and explain to the family of the groom that 
Jahez is not an Islamic tradition. If, in every wedding, 
the families tried to do a little less than what their 
friends and relatives did, these wasteful customs could 
be contained to eventually die out. May Allah (S) help 
us to remove this evil from the society. Aameen!

Women Should also Seek the Knowledge of Deen 


Most of us think that women are only supposed to do 
the household activities, taking care of family, feeding 
and raising their children, but all these works are related 
to the Makhlooq (creation). The second side is that 
women should also be concern about the duties of Allah 
(l^) to do good things for Aakhirah, and to live a life 
which is acceptable to Allah. 


So, the first thing is to seek the knowledge of Deen. One 
who has no knowledge, is like person who don't know 
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the right path, and goes here and there. But the person 
with knowledge will easily locate the track, as it is easy 
for him and if he moves slow to that track even then he 
will reach the right destiny. Knowledge of Deen shows 
the guidance, seeking of which is fardh for both men 
and women. 

Practice of Learning in Sahabiyat (A) 

If we look down to the lives of Sahabiyat (-Ife), their lives 
were filled with the passion of learning and seeking the 
knowledge of Deen as that of the Sahaba (A) like: 

> Great Sahaba who had the very best knowledge 
of Deen used to learn some of the knowledge 
from Ummul Mominin Syeda Ayesha Siddiqah 
(«is), (in purdah). 

> The first woman to become the Hafiz-e-Quran in 
this Ummah was Ummul Mominin Syeda Ayesha 
Siddiqa («§&). 

> This is also amazing that the first verses of Quran 
Sharif from Prophet (^) was listened and 
understood by a woman also, Ummul Mominin 
Hadhrat Khadija («§&). 

> It is also surprising that when Prophet (^) started 
teaching the Deen, then the first person to get the 
shahadah was also a woman, named Sumayya 
(«fs) (mother of Ammar Ibn Yasir, Shaheed by 
Abu Jahl). 

So much commitment to Deen we have a lot to 

learn from their lives. 

A Question of Sahabiyat to Prophet Muhammad (^) 
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Sahabiyat (ife) were too much fond of seeking the 
knowledge of Deen, that once a Sahabiya (iifs) asked 
Rasulullah (^) that O the Messenger of Allah, these men 
will be ahead of us! Prophet (^) asked: How? Then she 
said: They are involved in Jamaat with you, we women 
pray at home feeding our children, taking care of them, 
taking care of their honour and we cannot do much 
good deeds like them, Rasulullah (^) replied, the 
questioner asked a good question and then he said, 'The 
women who pray Salah at home, Allah (|^) will give her 
the sawab equal to the men who pray in Jamat in Masjid, 
and further said, "The woman who can't sleep at night 
because of her children, she gets the sawab equal to that 
Mujahid who stands in border whole night for the 
security.' This is how the practicing of Deen has become 
easy for the women. 
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ACCEPTANCE OF DUA 

Hadhrat Mufti Ibrahim Salejee Sb said in a Majlis, that 
the Malaikah (the angels) asked Allah (S) that, O Allah 
why some duas are accepted very frequently and some 
are accepted lately by you? Allah (#) replied, "In some 
homes, people have birds, they raise them and to listen 
their voice again and again they keep them in prison, 
just like this, when a slave asks Allah for something 
again and again with tears in his eyes, those tears are so 
beloved to Allah that He listen to him and at the same 
time likes to give him again and again. 

Allah Accepts Every Dua of Momin (True Believer) 

Few Dua shows rapid effects and few doesn't, or 
sometimes it takes time to be accepted by Allah, reason 
for the late acceptance is so loving that Allah loves the 
crying of some of his servants so much that He loves it 
and accepts it a bit lately. Some of our Duas that are not 
accepted in Duniya Allah keeps them for us in the form 
of a big sawab for Aakhirah. SubhanAllah! Allah is so 
Merciful, whenever we raise our hands, we shouldn't 
forget ourselves in Duas, always seek a life that benefits 
us in this duniya and Aakhirah. 

Easy Way to Get (Acceptance) in Front of Allah 

Everyone among has some problems within ourselves. 
So we should have the potential to listen and accept it. If 
someone makes us aware about our problems, our 
reaction is just opposite? Just like if someone says that 
you are not good at this or that, then in spite of listening

"Know that the life of this world is only play and 
amusement, pomp and mutual boasting among you, 
and rivalry in respect of wealth and children, as the 
likeness of vegetation after rain, thereof the growth is 
pleasing to the tiller, afterwards if dries up and you see 
it turning yellow; then it becomes straw. But in the 
Hereafter (there is) a severe torment (for the 
disbelievers, evil-doers), and (there is) forgiveness from 
Allah and (His) Good pleasure (for the believers, good- 
doers), whereas the life of this world is only a deceiving 
enjoyment. 


The life of this world, is temporary. We got so involved 
in this life itself, in its short-term goals and enjoyments, 
that we tend to lose focus on the importance of 
Hereafter. 
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Rasulullah (^) has told us that nothing will satisfy the 
hunger of a man in his quest for this world except the 
dust (meaning that when we enter our grave only then 
will be truly satisfied). 

The Prophet (^) said, "If the son of the Adam had a 
valley of gold, he would wish he had another one. 

Once death asked life, "Why does everyone loves you 
but they hate me?" so life responded, and it said, 
"Because you are a painful truth, while 1 am a beautiful 
lie." This is what the reality of world is all about. 

And this world, we love the most, will be destroyed one 
day by Allah (|^), who created this. There will be a 
normal day, everything will be as usual, everyone busy 
in their lives, someone cooking, someone busy talking, 
people walking on streets, sun, starts, moon and sky all 
will be unaware about what is going to happen today! 

The Day of Judgment will come upon humankind 
suddenly. No matter how well informed or interested 
someone is in the signs that will precede it, its 
commencement will come as a shock. The trumpet will 
be blown and the people will hear a sound so 
horrendous that the mountains and the earth itself will 
crumble to dust. Allah says in Quran, "And when the 
trumpet is blown with a single blast, and the earth and 
the mountain are removed from their places, and 
crushed with a single crushing, then on that day shall 
the (Great) Event befall." 

Whosoever is in the heavens and whoever is on the 
earth will fall dead except whom Allah wills. 

Allah says:

Here, was a little explanation from the verses of the 
Quran, however, Allah (i^) has described the Day of 
Judgment in so many ayats of Quran. 


The Quran describes this Day as one of the happiness for 
the believers and terror for those who disbelieved in its 
existence. 


Allah says, 'This day truthfulness shall benefit the 
truthful. For them there will be gardens with streams 
running in them, to remain in them forever. Allah is 
pleased with them and they are pleased with Him. That 
is the great success.' 

Now that our eyes have been opened to the truth about 
the life of this world; about how its adornments and 
distractions are alluring but deceptive in nature, because 
they divert our attention from the Hereafter and make 
us think that all this 'glitter' will last forever; when in 
fact, everything on this earth will turn into dust as Allah 
(S) has promised, we should remember the importance 
of constantly reciting and understanding the Quran. As 
a daily routine so that we are reminded of this important 
fact about this transitory life. 

That way, the reminders such as these verses that tells 
us in the end about the two options we have before us - 
either painful torment, or the forgiveness of Allah and 
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His pleasure - will help us focused on those deeds that 
will enable us to enjoy the truly enjoyable, beautiful, 
desirable, and eternal life, Insha Allah - the one in the 
Hereafter. 
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HOW WE LOSE OUR IMAAN

This Aayat belongs to the very middle of the Surah Al- 
Hadeed, in which Allah (S) points the scene of the 
Judgment Day, A day about which Allah (#) talks about 
in many places of the Quran and usually when He talks 
about the people that are heading towards the Jannat, 
the Believers and the people who are heading towards 
the hell fire, disbelievers. 

But this passage is particularly unique; because Allah 
doesn't compare here believers with the non-believers 
but He compares the believers with the hypocrites. (May 
Allah not make us from them.) Allah compares here the 
people who have faith with one who pretend or thought 
that they have faith, therefore the hypocrites. 

To summarise what Allah (S) says that on the Day of 
Judgment, believers, when they stand, Rasulullah (^) 
will be able to see them, the entire ummah. Light is 
going to be come out from right in front of the believers. 
It means that they have light coming out from their chest 
and light coming from their hands. It is important 
because of our iman is sincere to Allah, and belief is that 
much strong to turn into light on the Judgment Day. 
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Because the Day of Judgment is dark it's a long walk to 
Jannat, we all going to need a light to get it. 

Believers on the Day of Judgment 

On the Day of Judgment some people will going to have 
extensive light (Noor) which Prophet (^) described that 
you could go from one city to another (that much Noor, 
aiil Other group of people will have such a weak 

light that they barely see the next step that they are 
taking. So, there are people with different capacities of 
Noor (light) on the basis of their worldly deeds. 

And the true believers now making their way to Jannat 
and Allah is congratulating them as they have at least 
light better than those who don't have light. And then 
Allah says. Congratulations to all of you of garden, at 
the bottom of which rivers are flowing its right ahead of 
you, keep going. 

Hypocrites on the Day of Judgment 


In the next ayat Allah describes the group of people that 
will also get up on the Day of Judgment and they will 
notice that they have no light of their own and they are 
at the middle of the dark. They will see the people (true 
believers) as light at a faraway distance from them, they 
will try to run to catch up their lights because when they 
wake up, they are shocked to see all this to which Allah 
describes in the Ayah: 
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One day will come the hypocrite men and women say to 
the Believers: "Wait for us! Let us borrow (a Light) from 
your Light!" It will be said: "Turn your back to your 
rear! then seek a Light! So, a wall will be put up between 
them, with a gate therein. Within it will be Mercy 
throughout, and without it, all alongside, will be (Wrath 
and) Punishment! 

The Day of the Judgment is the day when mother 
doesn't care about her child, father doesn't care about 
the son, brother and sister all the relationships are cut, 
no one is going to help anyone.

On the Day of Judgment, no one is going to share their 
light, the only way to get it was in this world (by doing 
good deeds and obeying Allah and the beloved 
Rasulullah (^). So the hypocrites will try to catch up the 
believers light but Allah says, a massive giant wall will 
be dropped between the two groups. Now if they are 
trying to catch them, then they can't. Allah (S) says, the 
believer's side (beside that wall), hypocrites can never 
see the Mercy of Allah and behind (hypocrites) 
approaching them is Punishment, and they are about to 
crush. May Allah not make us from them. 

So, these hypocrites will desperate, so they call out 
didn't we used to be with you fl', they are asking 

to the people of the other side, apparently the door 
couldn't be open from the other side. They will say - 
open up guys, come on! We used to be with you (we 
used to be your friends, cousins or brothers!) how are 
we separated today. Now they are terrified but the 
people of the other side will be satisfied, and they are 
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not in a rush anymore because now it's totally safe. Now 
the people of Jannat they take their time and actually 
answer them.

May 
Allah make us among those who preserve their iman in 
their hearts. Aameen!

'Then who?' the Prophet (^) said, 'Then your mother.' 
The man asked again, 'Then who?'; The Prophet (^) 
said, 'Then your father.' (Bukhari, Muslim) 
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The hadith above highlights the importance of mother. 
In other words, caring of mother is linked with the 
mercy and blessings of Allah (^).

There is no happiness here; you will never find true 
contentment in this world. Allah, the creator of this 
world, the creator of true happiness, has told us the only 
place, the only location you will ever find true 
happiness: His way. He says:

That's where you find it, not in this world. And He has 
also told us the opposite in the Quran. Allah says that: 

"Whoever stays away from My remembrance, whoever 
stays away from my faith, from my way, from my path, 
will have a miserable life..." 

Whoever stays away from it, Allah promises, no doubt, 
for that person a miserable life. 

If you don't have Allah in your life, you will never be 
happy regardless of how much money you have. The 
equation is just not there. 

Don't search the happiness in this world. Don't exhaust 
your effort and waste your life chasing something that 
Allah has promised us it will be destroyed. 

Do you want true happiness? Run to Allah. Allah will 
give you true happiness in this life and in our real home, 
the everlasting home, the home that will never ever have 
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new owners except for you. Paradise. That's what we're 
seeking. 

When Allah Loves a Person (A beautiful Hadith) 

When Allah loves a slave. He calls on Jibril (^). Who is 
Jibril? He is the greatest of the Malaikah (Angels) as far 
as Ahlu Sunnah Wal Jama'ah is Concern!

Jibril (^) is 
the Angel who is responsible for the most virtues thing 
upon this Earth, which is conveying the revelation from 
Allah (S) to the Messengers of Allah (^). Jibril and 
what we know about Jibril? Allah (S) says, "Whoever is 
an enemy to Jibril then Allah is the enemy to the 
disbelievers.

Mi'raj, the Ascension to the Heavens, Jibril the Malaika 
we don't know what to say because of his honour and 
his virtue in the sight of Allah.

Imagine Allah in the above the Heavens, above the 
Throne, in His Greatness and His Majesty, which is 
beyond our human comprehension calls out to Jibril to 
inform that He loves you.

He also calls 
unto Jibril and commands him to hate that person. Then 
Jibril will tell the angels to hate this person, then Allah 
will put hatred for him on earth. 

If you are prideful and arrogant you are qualified for 
this hatred because Allah doesn't love the arrogant. 

If you go against the correct Sunnah then Allah does not 
love the one who goes against the Sunnah. If you don't 
observe Taqwa and you don't observe good and don't 
observe tawbah and purification, then again, we are 
disqualified. 

It is not too late because we are breathing, it is not too 
late because it is Ramadan, and if you lead a life of 
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someone who attained Allah's hatred, if you were to 
return to Allah, then Allah will love you and be happier, 
he would be so happy with your tawbah (repentance).

When you step on the road it is very 
common to see nearly everyone in the street lovingly 
caressing the screens of their mobile phones and totally 
engrossed in their own virtual world. 

A smartphone or tablet can be a hugely productive tool. 
Communicating with our close ones who might be 
thousands of miles away has become very easy and 
convenient after the introduction of these tools. Some 
valuable articles, Ahadith, Tafseer. health tips, are 
shared through social media. 

However, you should not forget that all these 
enchanting 'state of the art' communication devices that 
have captured your heart come in 'package deals'. 
Included in these 'package deals' are also their negative 
attributes! One of them is that excessive attachment to 
these tools can create an addiction in you that can prove 
to be quite harmful. It can unconsciously or consciously 
interfere with your 'ibadah (the obedience, submission, 
and devotion to Allah), your daily life, your work, your 
relationships and, most importantly, the tarbiyat (right 
upbringing) that you might be imparting to your 
children. 
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Our maqsad (purpose) of coming to this world is only to 
worship Allah the Sublime and High and we have to 
keep our hearts occupied with His Love and our 
attachment should be to Him alone. The things of this 
world, including the means of earning our daily bread, 
our properties, our farms, our means of travel and the 
various tools that we use are merely our needs, our 
necessities. 

Unfortunately, some of us have turned these necessities 
into our maqsad. Amongst them, many people have 
been totally hooked by some of the technological tools, 
and obviously, the number one position amongst all 
these gadgets has been snatched, by a huge margin, by 
the smartphone! 

Why get caught up with modern myths and legends? 
You also have responsibilities towards your close ones 
like your parents, siblings, spouses and your offspring. 
They are always your first priorities. Excessive time 
online often results in the negligence of these 
responsibilities. For instance, your parents might be 
desiring your attention but your entire concentration 
might be on the smartphone or any other electronic 
device, to such an extent that you might not even notice 
they need you. 

May Allah (S) give us the understanding to limit our 
use of these electronic devices. Aameen! 
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SUNNAT AND ADAAB OF 
RAMADAN 

Ramadan is a month of countless blessings, a month 
which require a Muslim to observe one of the five pillars 
of Islam, fasting. Some points to be concerned on this 
month are discussed here. 

1) Refrain from anything that is doubtful or haram 
whether it is a doubtful food or actions etc. 

2) Increase four actions in Ramadan: 

(a) The recitation of the Kalimah 'Laa llaha lllallah' 

(b) Istighfaar 

(c) Seeking entrance to Jarmah 

(d) Seeking protection from Jahannam

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Hadhrat Salman reports that Rasulullah (^) 

delivered a Khutbah on the last day of Sha'ban (wherein 
he mentioned): 'And (in this month) carry out four 
actions in abundance. Two actions are such that you 
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cannot do without it. The two actions which will be 
pleasing to your Rabb is the recitation of the Kalimah 
'La llaha lllallah' and seeking his forgiveness. The two 
actions that you cannot do without is asking Allah (^) 
for entry into Jannah, and seeking deliverance from the 
fire of Jahannam." 

3) Make abundant dua during Ramadan. The dua of a 
fasting person is readily accepted, especially the dua 
that is made before iftar. 

Hadhrat Abu Hurairah (i|fe) reports that Rasulullah (^) 
said, "There are three people whose duas are not 
rejected; the fasting person until he breaks the fast, the 
just ruler and the dua of the oppressed which Allah (S) 
lifts above the clouds and opens the doors of the 
heavens for it. Allah (|^) says, "1 take a Qasm on my 
honour, 1 will definitely assist you, even though it may 
be after sometime. 

Hadhrat Abdullah bin Amr (i^) reports that Rasulullah 
(^) said, 'At the time of Iftar, the fasting person's duas 
are accepted.' Hadhrat Abdullah bin Amr (i%) would 
call his family and children at the time of iftar and 
engage in dua. 

4) The month of Ramadan is known as the month of the 
Quran. Hence, one should recite as much Quran as 
possible. Huffaz should recite much more than the non- 
Huff az. 

5) Fasting is a great ibadat hence during the fast one 
should ensure that one does not involve oneself in any 
action whereby the reward of the fast is lost. One should 
exercise caution in refraining from all types of vain talk 
and futile activities etc. 
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Hadhrat Abu Hurirah (iffc) reports that Rasulullah (^) 
said, 'Many are the ones whose fast, attaining nothing 
by such fasting except for hunger, and many are ones 
performing salah by night attaining nothing by it, except 
for the discomfort of staying awake at night.'

Hadhrat Abu Huraira reports that Rasulullah (^) 
said, "Whoever does not restrain from shameless talk 
and shameless deeds (while fasting) Allah (S) does not 
need him to refrain from eating and drinking. 


6) During the fast one should refrain from quarrelling, 
fighting and entering into arguments. If someone wishes 
to engage the fasting person into an argument, he 
should respectfully say to him, "1 am a fasting person' 
(i.e. it does not behave a fasting person to enter into 
quarrels, fighting and arguments) 

A-d^. Adil Adil .(Jis AJ.£. Adil CS*^^ 
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Hadhrat Abu Hurairah (i%) reports that Rasulullah (^) 
said: "During the fast, one should not engage in obscene 
talk or act in an ignorant manner by shouting and 
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yelling. If anyone hurts abuse at you or swears you or 
fights with you, then you should (respectfully) say, 1 am 
fasting." 

7) Ramadan grants one a good opportunity to perform 
tahajjud as one is awake at the time of Sehri. 

8) Try to complete all commitments and necessary duties 
before Ramadan so that all one's time can be dedicated 
and devoted to ibadat. 

Hadhrat Ubadah bin Samit (i^) reports that on one 
occasion close to Ramadan, Rasulullah (^) addressed 
the Sahaba saying: "Ramadan the month of blessings is 
about to dawn upon you. It is in this month wherein 
Allah (#) turns His special mercies towards you, 
forgives your sins, accept your duas and supplications, 
looks at your precedence with each other in carrying out 
good deeds (to please Allah) and boast to His angels 
about you. Hence, show Allah (^) your works of piety 
and righteousness. For certainly the most unfortunate 
one is deprived of the mercy of Allah (S) in this blessed 
month. 

Woe to him who found the blessed month of Ramadan 
and let it pass without gaining forgiveness: 

Hadhrat Ka'b bin Ujrah (i^) reports that on one occasion 
Rasulullah (^) asked the Sahabah to come close to the 
mimbar. When we came close, Rasulullah (^) ascended 
the mimbar. When he ascended the first step he said 
'Aameen'. (When he descended from the mimbar after 
delivering the Khutbah) the Sahabah (i%) enquired, 'O 
Rasulullah (^) we heard you mention something today 
that we never hear from you before (i.e. Rasulullah (0) 
saying 'Aameen' thrice while ascending the mimbar. 
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Rasulullah (^) said: 'When I ascended the first step, 
Hadhrat Jibril (as) appeared before me and said, "Woe 
to him who found the blessed month of Ramadan and 
let it pass without gaining forgiveness (i.e. He did not 
fulfil the rights of this month) 'upon that 1 said 
'Aameen'. (when 1 ascended second step) he said, 'Woe 
to him before whom your name is mentioned and he 
doesn't recite durood upon you.' 1 replied 'Aameen'. 
(When 1 ascended the third step), he said, 'Woe to that 
person in whose presence both parents or one of them 
attain old age (and through failure to serve them and 
fulfil their rights) is not allowed to enter Paradise. 1 said 
'Aameen'. 
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THE INVESTMENT THAT 
ALWAYS PAYS 

Hadhrat Shaikh Moulana Muhammad Zakariya (iii,) 
once mentioned: 

All worldly pursuits, regardless of whether they relate 
to trade and commerce, agriculture or any other worldly 
occupation, can only be attained through striving hard 
and making an effort. One will have to apply himself 
and undergo some type of difficulty in order to achieve 
his goal. Similar is the case of Deeni efforts. The work of 
Deen and its progress cannot be accomplished without 
striving and working hard. However, the difference 
between striving for Deen and striving for the world is 
that despite one making the necessary effort and 
applying himself in worldly pursuits, one will not 
always achieve his goal. On the contrary, in the case of 
Deen, one is always successful as he is rewarded for the 
effort he makes and the hardship he undergoes. There 
are so many people who attain high degrees in the 
world but thereafter roam about unable to obtain 
employment. This is also the case in regards to many 
people who open up businesses with the hope of 
becoming affluent but to their dismay, find that the 
business does not turn out to be a success for them. 
However, when it comes to the work of Deen, the effort 
and toil that one puts in, will never go unrewarded and 
in vain. Hadhrat Maulana Rashid Ahmad Gangohi (;is) 
once mentioned, "Even if the name of Allah (S) is taken 
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in a state of negligence, it will not be void of effect and 
reward." 

The Temptation of My Ummah Lies in Wealth 

Hadhrat Shaikh Maulana Zakariya (iij) writes: 

Wealth is beneficial as well as harmful; it is both a cure 
as well as a poison. Rasulullah (^) said, "For every 
ummah (people), there has been a trial and a temptation; 
the temptation of my Ummah lies in wealth". Hence it is 
necessary to guard oneself against this temptation and 
its harmful effects. If someone possesses a poisonous 
snake and he makes an antidote, it will be useful both 
for himself and for other people. Otherwise, its poison 
will prove fatal for himself and will also harm others. It 
was in view of these harmful effects of wealth that 
Rasulullah (^) once remarked, "This wealth is pleasant 
and attractive to see and inviting to the heart; it is 
beneficial for him who obtains it by rightful means (in 
the manner prescribed by Shariah) and spends it 
properly; but he who obtains it by unlawful means is 
like one suffering from a disease in which one goes on 
eating without being satisfied." 

Protecting One's Wealth through Discharging Zakat 

Hadhrat Shaikh Moulana Muhammad Zakariya (iis) 
mentioned: 

If one does not discharge one's zakat from one's wealth, 
then that zakat eventually will destroy the entire wealth, 
either by fire burning it, or by being spent in court cases, 
or on medical expenses or some other unnecessary 
purpose. On the other hand, if one discharges zakah 
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then Allah (^) will bless one with barakah in one's 
wealth and the wealth will not decrease. 

Zakat - Purification of Wealth 

Zakat is also a spiritual connection to one's maker to 
purify the wealth for the will of Allah (S), is to 
acknowledge that everything we own belongs to Him, 
and it is for Him that we strive to end poverty and help 
our brothers and sisters. Allah says in Quran Sharif: 

Righteousness is not that you turn your faces towards 
the east or the west, but (true) righteousness is (in) one 
who believes in Allah, the Last Day, the angels, the Book 
and the Prophets and gives wealth, in spite of love for it, 
to relatives, orphans, the needy, the traveler, those who 
ask [for help], and for freeing slaves; [and who] 
establishes prayers and gives zakat; [those who] fulfill 
their promise when they promise; and [those who] are 
patient in poverty and hardship and during battle. 
Those are the one who have been true, and it is those 
who are righteous.

REFRAINING FROM HARAM 
WEALTH 

Hadhrat Maulana Ashraf Ali Thanvi (ji,) once 
mentioned: 

It is compulsory upon every person to refrain from 
haram wealth. However, the pious servants of Allah (S) 
do not confine their caution to refraining from haram 
wealth. Rather they exercise extreme caution even in 
regard to doubtful wealth. By consuming haram wealth, 
many evils are created within the soul. This is what 
destroys a man. 

Doubtful Wealth 

Hadhrat Maulana Ashraf Ali Thanvi (jis) mentioned: 

Hadhrat Abdullah bin Mubarak (jis) (a great luminary 
and ascetic, who was the student of Hadhrat Imam Abu 
Hanifah (jfe) says: T prefer returning one Dirham which 
is obtained through a doubtful source than giving 
600000 Dirhams in charity. Hadhrat Thanvi (jls) then 
mentioned that from this statement of Hadhrat we 
understand the serious nature of doubtful wealth. 

It is extremely sad to find that nowadays let alone 
doubtful wealth, people do not even refrain from that 
wealth which is categorically declared haram in Shariah. 
All that they are interested in is increasing and 
accumulating their wealth, regardless of the manner or 
means through which the wealth is acquired. 
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Halal Wealth (the Inner Satisfaction) 

We might earn money through haram means but we 
will end up giving to doctors and lawyers. We might 
have children and money that can be used by generation 
after generation but Allah (^) will make us poor by 
heart in terms of money and children, while a person 
earning halal income will be made rich in heart even 
though his income is less and he will find coolness in his 
children. He will be so peaceful and calm that it would 
reflect on his face and life. May Allah (S) help us to 
accept his advice. Aameen! 

Allah (^) Looks for an Excuse to Forgive 

Hadhrat Maulana Ashraf Ali Thanvi (jis) once 
mentioned: 

Once an 'Alim cried before me out of fear that he did not 
know in which condition he will pass away. Thereafter 
Maulana Thanvi (iis) said, I do not generally take oaths 
in regard to any affair in the future. However, I take an 
oath with firm conviction that Allah (S)/ out of His 
infinite grace and mercy towards His servants, looks for 
excuses to forgive a person. Allah (|^) does not look for 
excuses to punish one. Why should Allah (i^) want to 
punish one whereas He Himself mentions in the Quran:

(What will Allah gain through punishing you, if you 
express shukr (gratitude) and believe! (Malfoozat Hakeemul 
Ummat (^fe)10/343) 
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Allah (^) Deals with His Servant in Accordance to the 
Servant's Expectation of Him 

Hadhrat Maulana Ashraf Ali Thanvi (jis) once mentioned: 

At no point should one become despondent of the mercy 
of Allah (S). Instead, one should hope for Allah's 
special mercy at all times. Allah (S) deals with His 
servants in accordance to the expectation the servant has 
of Allah (S). Allah (S) is all forgiving and Merciful. 
However, the condition and prerequisite to acquire His 
divine Mercy is that one expresses his need (for the 
divine Mercy) before Allah (S) and the one goes on 

striving to fulfil the orders of Allah (S). (Malfoozaat of 
Hakeemul Ummah {^) AfT?!) 

Keeping the Heart Pure all Times 

Hadhrat Maulana Ashraf Ali Thanvi {&) once mentioned: 

In order to acquire the true love of Allah (S), I consider 
it extremely important for one to keep one's heart pure 
at all times from wrong feelings and sinful thoughts and 
be focused towards Mercy of Allah (S)- The reason for 
this is that the beggar heeds to keep his bowl empty and 
show his need in order to attract the sight of the mercy 
of some generous person. Likewise, in the case of the 
lover of Allah (S) whose heart remains pure at all time, 
emptied of all wrong feelings and sinful thought, 
aspiring the love of Allah (S)- Perhaps the moment may 
strike where the sight of Allah's mercy will fall on him 
and fill his heart with the special love of the beloved. 
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The Noor of the Heart Cannot Co-Exist with Sins 

Hadhrat Maulana Ashraf Ali Thanvi (jis) once mentioned: 

It is possible that there be good deeds in a person's life 
despite him also being involved in sins. However, the 
noor of the heart cannot co-exist with sins. Where sins 
are perpetrated, immediately the light of the heart is 
affected. 

Imam Ghazali (iis) said when we recite Quran, perform 
nafil salah and some other good acts and look into our 
hearts and if we don't see any improvement that 
indicates that our heart has disease. When we get cold, 
our nose cannot sense the fragrance, when we have 
disease in our heart, we won't sense the Noor of the 
righteous acts. There is some sin in our heart that 
prevents from sensing the noor or else it's impossible 
that we can sense a flower but not the noor that has 
more fragrance than any worldly things. When 
unnecessary talks can take the noor of the heart then we 
can think of sins. Aforetime, about 1200 Muslims used 
to come to masjid of Sheikh Maulana Zakariya (iii,) for 
itikaf, the main instruction given by Sheikh was that 
they could eat, sleep but he should never see anyone 
engaging in talks in which case he will send them out as 
that destroys all the effort spent in Ibadah, taking all the 
Noor of the heart. 

How to Avoid Sins 

The first step in overcoming the habit of sin is 
recognizing the problem that it exists. Overcoming the 
habit of sin is very difficult, as sin is something all 
humans fall into, and the only ones who are protected 
from it are the prophets. The Prophet Muhammad (^) 
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said in a hadith, "All children of Adam are wrongdoers, 
and the best of the wrongdoers are those who repent". 
The first step for the sinner, then, is sincere repentance. 
We should take the Prophet's advice and turn to Allah 
frequently, as he said "O people! Repent to Allah and 
ask forgiveness of Him, for indeed 1 repent a hundred 
times a day". 

There are so many ways by which we can avoid sins, 
some of them are discussed here. 

How to Avoid Lying? 

In a Mubarak Hadith, Rasulullah (^) said, "Destruction 
is for the man who tells lies for the amusement of other 
people destructions is for him." 

Allah (S) says in Quran not to lie through this ayah: 

In the above ayah, Allah (#) tells us not to say false 
statements. 

It has been narrated that Rasulullah (^) said, in another 
Hadith, when a person lies, a very bad smell comes from 
his mouth due to which angels move at a far distance 
from him. Now, this came into Hadith, if we think about 
this before speaking a lie then we can protect ourselves 
from this sin. 

How to Avoid Anger 

Whenever something makes us angry, we should think 
that if we avoid it, try to neglect it, then Allah (S) will 
reward us for the same. Rasulullah (^) said in a 
Mubarak Hadith that if you are angry then recite ‘UiW 

^ and frequently sit down if you are in a 
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standing position. This is how Rasulullah (^) 
beautifully taught us. 

How to Protect Yovu- Gaze? 


If a person can't protect his gaze form the Non-Mahram 
then he should think of this Ayah, in which Allah (|^) 
says: 


dl ^ dili 

[30 : 


Tell the believing men to lower their gaze (from looking 
at forbidden things), and protect their private parts 
(from illegal acts etc.), that is pure for them. Verily, 
Allah is all aware of what they do. 

Our eyes are one of the greatest gifts that Allah gave us, 
our utmost responsibility is to protect our gaze and not 
to misuse of the gift, because at the end we have to give 
answer of the things that we did in this world. 

How to Avoid Arrogance 

Arrogance or pride is something that Allah Almighty 
dislikes the most. Arrogance is the feature of Iblees and 
his followers. We all know that the first one who 
showed arrogance towards Allah (S) and His creation 
was the Iblees. When Allah Almighty commanded Iblees 
to prostate to Adam he refused to do so and was 
arrogant, and said.

Prevent Yourself from Backbiting 

Today we see in different gatherings of women, men, 
students, or any other category of gathering, one thing 
that is common is backbiting. It is the greatest sin, if one 
come to know about its effect, then surely one can 
protect himself/herself from this sin. 


Allah (S) says in Quran:

... And spy not on each other behind their backs. Would 
anyone of you like to eat the flesh of his dead brother; 
no, you would abhor it... but fear Allah for Allah is Oft-

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Consequences of Backbiting 

Prophet Muhammad (^) once gave counsel to Abu 
Dharr (i^) saying, 'O Abu Dharr! Beware of backbiting, 
for backbiting is greater than adultery (zina).' Abu Dharr 
said: 'Why is that so, O Messenger of Allah?" He 
(^) replied: That is because when a man commits 
adultery and then repents to Allah, Allah accepts his 
repentance. However, backbiting is not forgiven until 
forgiven by its victims. 

Prohibition of Listening to Backbiting 

In the same manner as backbiting is prohibited, so also 
its listening to it. Indeed, as some traditions indicate 
that, a listener is like a backbiter in all the aspects, so 
much so that his act is a grave sin carrying an obligation 
to seek forgiveness from the victim. 

Backbiting often results from a weakness in the 
backbiter's own soul, such as an inferiority complex. 
One should pray into his own to discover what 
weakness prompted him to backbite his brother or sister; 
then set out to remedy the weakness. 

Rasulullah (^) said, "No fire is faster in consuming dry 
wood than gheebah (backbiting) in consuming a 
devotee's virtues. 

May Allah protect all of us from this sin. Aameen! 
Always Seek Forgiveness from Allah 
A believer should always seek forgiveness from Allah 
(^). Because human is a storehouse of so many 
mistakes. He should be always a concern whether he is 
following the path of Allah and His beloved Messenger 
or not. It's mentioned in the Hadith that Rasulullah (#)

said, A verse from Surah Hud made me old, and the 
ayat is,

'Therefore, stand firm (in the straight path) as thou art 
commanded'. 


Now Rasulullah (^) was always worried about this, 
whether he is leading his life according to Allah or not? 
Some hair on his head turned white due to this sadness. 
Therefore, a believer should always be concerned about 
his sins and should always seek forgiveness of the sins. 
If somehow, we commit a sin then we should not lose 
hope, ask forgiveness to Allah, Allah (S) will surely 
forgive us. Allah (S) says in Quran Sharif: 




[53 : 


"Say: 'O my servants who have transgressed against 
themselves (by sinning), do not despair of the mercy of 
Allah. Indeed, Allah forgives all sins. Indeed, it is he 
who is the forgiving, the Merciful." 

Some people think that they have done lots of sins in 
their life and there is no chance to be forgiven by Allah. 
This type of thinking is not good. It is mentioned in 
Hadith, Rasulullah ( 0 ) said, ^ ^ (> 44^' 'The 

one who repents from sin is like one who did not sin.' In 
another Hadith is mentioned that "Losing hope 
(despair) is a disbelief, because one can be cleansed from 
one's sins by repenting. 

Method of Repentance 

Perform wudhu (ablution) properly, perform two 
Raka'ats of prayer and raise the hands in dua. After 
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praising Allah and reciting durood Sharif one should 
say to Allah that O Allah! Forgive my sins that 1 did 
after reaching puberty, whatever sin 1 did in awareness 
or in negligence, forgive me and also promise with Allah 
that you will not commit any further sin, and say to 
Allah to help you for the same, also make this dua

(O' Lord! We have wronged ourselves and if you do not 
forgive us and have mercy upon us, we will surely be 
among the losers), and ask forgiveness to Allah. In- 
shaAllah, Allah will forgive all the sins, because He is 
the Most Merciful. 

Story of a Woman Having Great Taqwa 


In earlier times, taqwa was not limited to the men only. 
At that time women were also ahead of the men in 
taqwa. One of such examples is explained here. 
Abdullah (jfe) was the son of Imam Ahmad Bin Hambal 
(jfe). Once he was sitting with his father, an old lady 
came to him and asked a ma'sla with his father; she said, 
1 do cotton making work at home, one night 1 was 
making cotton on the roof of my house, the security 
guard of the royals was standing on that street with a 
lamp on his hand, he was talking to someone, as 1 was 
sitting on my roof making cotton, once that light from 
the lamp enlightened my surrounding so much, 1 
thought to do my work fast before the man leaves the 
street. So 1 did my work very fast by using that light. 
Now it came into my mind that 1 have used his light and 
didn't pay to him, so is this cotton now jayaz for me? 
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Imam Ahmad (iii,) replied, "Give that cotton in sadaqah, 
Allah (S) will give you much more than before. 

Hadhrat Abdullah (iis) says that I was so surprised to 
hear this that she is so concerned even about using the 
light that she used from her surrotmdings. The old lady 
made dua for Imam Sahab and she went back. Imam 
Ahmad Bin Hambal (jfe) asked his son Abdullah (iis) to 
follow the lady to see from which home she relates, after 
following the lady he saw that the old lady entered in 
the house of Bishr Haafi (iis) and she was his sister. 
What a high level of taqwa, These types of 

women will be ahead of the men on the Day of 
Qiyamah. 

Understanding the True Meaning of Taqwa 

Taqwa cannot be classified simply as 'Piety' or 'Fearing 
Allah' rather it is much deeper and intricate that a 
person who has taqwa is a Muttaqi, and Allah (#) loves 
the person of Taqwa. A Muttaqi demonstrates this 
constant state of endearment throughout his/her actions 
in every facet of life, and reduces all the obstacles that 
prevent him/her from dedicating everything to Allah. 
He/she minimizes the distractions and all the 'noise' in 
life that drown out his/her awareness of Allah. It is also 
said that Allah manifests Himself in the silences of the 
soul, and if a person has a lot of noise, desires, diseases 
of the soul, haram passions etc, he will never be able to 
feel the presence of Allah in his/her soul. The soul will 
never be awakened to the reality of the eternal being, 
because it is cluttered and clogged with all other 
pursuits, in order to hear His whispers, one has to be 
silent, if a person never stops unnecessary talking, he 
will not be able to listen to Allah. 
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DAJJAL - THE BIGGEST 
FITNAH OF THE WORLD 


It is in many statements of the beloved Prophet (^) that 
near the Day of Qiyamah among many other fitnahs 
(trials, corruptions), a fitnah of Maseeh Dajjal will also 
appear. In order to make the believers well aware of the 
fitnah, the beloved Prophet (^) mentioned in different 
occasions and gatherings. He would seek refuge and 
protection of Allah even in his prayers. His Dua used to 
be with following words: 




"O Allah! I seek refuge with You from the affliction of 
Al-Masih Ad-Dajjal." 


Because it is very important issue, the Ulama of Islam 
have mentioned it in their books with full details. Some 
of the important points related to this issue are 
mentioned here, from the book Bahar-e-Shariat: 


• He will claim to be God. 

• The word 'Kaafir' will be engraved on his 
forehead. All true Muslims will see this clearly, 
but the non-believers will not be able to see this. 

• With the exception of Haramain Sharifain 
(Makkah and Madinah), Dajjal will travel the 
entire world in forty days. The first day will be 
equivalent to one year, the second day wiU be 
equivalent to one month, the third day will be 
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equivalent to one week and the rest of the days 
shall all be of twenty-four hours each. 

• He will travel with great swiftness, like the strong 
winds steer the clouds. His fitnah (corruption) 
will be very potent. 

• He will have with him a garden and a huge fire. 
He will refer to his garden as Jannat and his fire 
as Jahannam. These will go with him wherever he 
goes. 

• That which looks like a garden, will be fire and 
that which seems like fire, will be a garden. 

• He will enter all those who bring faith in him into 
his garden and he will enter all those who reject 
him into his fire. 

• He will bring the dead back to life. He will 
command barren land to grow lush vegetation. 
He will cause it to rain. He will cause the 
livestock to become healthy. 

• He will try to enter Makkah and Madinah, and 
the Angels appointed by Almighty Allah will 
turn him away from this direction. 

• After travelling the world, he will go to Syria. At 

this time, Hadhrat Isa will descend on 

the Eastern Minaret of the Jaame Masjid of 
Damascus. 

• It will be early in the morning. The Iqamat for 

Namaz-e-Fajr would have already been called 
out. Hadhrat Imam Mahdi ^ will be 

present in this Jamaat. Hadhrat Isa ^ will 
command him to lead the Fajr Namaz. Hadhrat 
Imam Mahdi ^ will lead the congregation 
and Dajjal will start melting through the fragrant 
breath of Hadhrat Isa like salt melts in 

water. 

• This fragrant scent of Hadhrat Isa's 

breath will spread as far as the eye can see. He 
will flee and Hadhrat Isa will pursue 
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him, and throw a spear into his back, sending him 
towards the fire of hell. 

And in this way this fitnah will come to an end on the 
hands of Prophet Isa 
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THE PROPHET 
MUHAMMAD'S (#) LAST 
SERMON 

This sermon was delivered on the Ninth Day of Dhul 
Hijjah 10 A.H. in the Uranah Valley of Mount Arafat. 
After praising, and thanking Allah he said: 

"O People! Lend me an attentive ear, for 1 know not 
whether after this year 1 shall ever be amongst you 
again. Therefore, listen carefully to what 1 am saying 
and take these words to those who could not be present 
here today." 

"O People! just as you regard this month, this day, this 
city as sacred, so regard the life and property of every 
Muslim a sacred trust. Return the goods entrusted to 
you to their rightful owners. Hurt no one so that no one 
may hurt you. Remember that you will indeed meet 
your Lord, and that he will indeed reckon your deeds." 

Allah has forbidden you to take usury, therefore all 
interest obligation shall henceforth be waived. Your 
capital, however, is yours to keep. You will neither 
inflict nor suffer any inequality. Allah has judged that 
there shall be no interest and that all interest due to 
Abbas Ibn 'Abd'al Muttalib shall henceforth be waived." 

Beware of Shaitan, for the safety of your religion. He has 
lost all hope that he will ever be able to lead you astray 
in big things, so beware of following him in small things. 
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O People it is true that you have certain rights with 
regard to your women but they also have rights over 
you. Remember that you have taken them as your wives 
only under Allah's trust and with His permission. If they 
abide by your right then to them belongs the right to be 
fed and clothed in kindness. Do treat your women well 
and be kind to them for they are your partners and 
committed helpers. And it is your right that they do not 
make friends with any one of whom you do not 
approve, as well never to be unchaste. 

O People! listen to me in earnest, worship Allah, say 
your five daily prayers (salah), fast during the month of 
Ramadan, and give your wealth in zakat. Perform Hajj if 
you can afford it. 

All mankind is from Adam and Hawwa, an Arab has no 
superiority over a non-Arab nor a non-Arab has any 
superiority over an Arab; also, a White has no 
superiority over a Black nor a Black has any superiority 
over a White except by piety and good action. Learn that 
every Muslim is a brother to every Muslim and that the 
Muslims constitute one brotherhood. Nothing shall be 
legitimate to a Muslim which belongs to a fellow 
Muslim unless it was given freely and willingly. Do not, 
therefore, do injustice to yourselves. Remember one day 
you will meet Allah and answer your deeds. So beware, 
do not astray from the path of righteousness after 1 am 
gone. 

O People! No Prophet or apostle will come after me and 
no new faith will be born. Reason well, therefore, O 
People! and understand words which 1 convey to you. 1 
leave behind me two things, the Quran and my example. 
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the Sunnah and if you follow these you will never go 
astray. 

All those who listen to me shall pass on my words to 
others and those to others again; and may the last ones 
understand my words better than those who listen to me 
directly. 

By my witness, O Allah, that 1 have conveyed your 
message to Your people.

IMPORTANCE OF MAKING 
DUA

(The supplication is the essence of worship) 

Dua means supplication, which means communicating 
with the Almighty, Allah (S)- It is an important path of 
our faith and belief. We ask Allah Almighty for 
whatever we want in our life, no matter how big it is or 
how small it is, even if you need a needle, then make 
dua from Allah (S)/ because He is the only one who 
listens to our Dua. Dua can be done anytime, it is 
considered as a weapon by which we can change our 
situation by asking the help of Almighty Allah. Allah 
Almighty says in the Quran:

"When my servants ask you about me, (tell them), I am 
really close to them, I listen to the prayer of each 
supplicant when he invokes me." 

So, with this verse, we can say that Allah the Almighty 
listens to us when we make dua. We should always seek 
help from Allah. 

Rasulullah (^) said in Mubarak Hadith “liil ijjj 

(whenever you ask, ask from Allah (S). 
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Allah (S) in Quran Sharif describes that Prophet 
Hadhrat Zakariya (as) had no children, so he made Dua 
to Allah (S) (mention in Surah Maryam), Allah (S) 
accepted his dua and blessed him with a son, named 
Hadhrat Yahya (as). Hadhrat Yunus (^) was engulfed 
by a big fish of the ocean, so inside the stomach of the 
fish, he made dua to Allah (S)/ which Allah (S) 
accepted. Just like this Hadhrat Ayyub (^) was affected 
by a very severe disease, so he made dua to Allah (#), 
and his dua was accepted. This is how by describing the 
various incidents in Quran, Allah (S) wants to make us 
understand the value and importance of dua. Allah (S) 
encourages us to place our dreams, hopes, fears and 
uncertainties before Him and to be sure that He hears 
every word. 

Aadaab of Making Dua 

Hadhrat Fadhalah bin 'Ubaid {%) mentions that on one 
occasion while Rasulullah (^) was seated (in the 
Masjid), a certain person entered and performed Salah. 
After performing Salah, the person made dua saying, "O 
Allah! Forgive me and shower your mercy upon me!" 
observing the manner in which this person had made 
dua, Rasulullah (^) addressed him saying 'you have 
hastened (in asking Allah for your need), O Musalli! 
After performing salah, when you are seated to make 
dua, commence by first praising Allah (S) as He is 
worthy of being praised. Therefore, recite durood upon 
me, and then present your need to Allah (S)-” 

Thereafter, another person performed Salah. After 
performing Salah, he praised Allah (#) recited durood 
upon Rasulullah (^) and then commenced making dua. 
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Observing this person, Rasulullah (^) said to him, 'O 
Musalli! Make dua, for your dua will be accepted!" 


We should do dua not only for ourselves but also for our 
parents, brothers, and sisters, spouse and children, 
relatives and friends and especially Muslims who are 
struggling everywhere. We should pray for them for 
good in this world as well as in the hereafter. 


Rasulullah (^) said: 'The dua of a Muslim for his 
brother (in Islam) in his absence is easily accepted, an 
angel is appointed by his side, every time he makes dua 
for his brother, the appointed angel says: 'Aameen, and 
may you also be blessed with the same thing.' 

The Fulfillment of Dua 


For people who sometimes see that their duas are not 
accepted, there is either the option that the Dua will 
accepted later in this life or in the hereafter. 

Rasulullah (^) said, 'Whoever does Dua to Allah (#), 
Allah does his research or in exchange avoids 
misfortune until the dua is not related to sin or breaks 
any relationship. So if we do not see that our Dua is 
accepted immediately. We should not despair because 
either it will help us against a misfortune, or it could be 
accepted later.
